After men, our government needs money. A denial of funds 
would mean disaster as surely as would a denial of soldiers. Tax- 
slacking is u sort of financial mutiny. And it's not merely an insid- 
ious blow at national success. It's a blow at the slacker's own char- 
acter. 

Tax-dodging doesn't consist, only in the secret evasion of one's 
financial obligation to the government It is found just as clearly 
in demands for special legislation favoring large classes of people 
who should properly share the tax burdens.

"If the great majority of voters who are of moderate or nar- 
row incomes use their control of taxation to avoid paying any taxes 
themselves, they surely will lose their self-respect, and therewith 

those sturdy, independent, honest ami just, qualities which alone 
benefit free men. By their own selfish and mean action they be- 
come morally pauperized. The action of the American democracy 
on the income lax already shows signs of this insidious demoraliza- 
tion." |! I'M 
It is proper enough for the small-income man to demand that 
the multimillionaire pay a heavy sur-lax on his big income. Hut 
there is no justice in that unless the former is willing himself to pay 
in proportion to his ability. The humble citizen, provided he is 
above the actual poverty line, should not object to paying dollars 
where the rich man pays thousands. 

FLAGS AND SENSE 

A German merchant engaged in business in New York City, in 
answer to criticisms directed at him for neglecting to display^ an 
American flag, explains: 

"I am still a German subject. If I were to raise an American 
flag in front of my store it would of course be for business reasons, 
and that would make me a hypocrite. I think the Hag should be 
respected more than that." 

He is right. There should be no hypocrisy or profit-making mil 
of the Hag. It is the symbol of patriotism, of heartfelt and volun- 
tary loyalty. It should be displayed only by men ami women to 
whom it means something. 

It is wrong to insist that aliens living in this country should 
put up American tlags. They arc under no obligation to do so. Ii is 
enough if they obey our laws and avoid treasonable or discourteous 
acts and words.

But they should not be badgered in- 
to hypocritical professions of loyalty by fear of business or social 
ost racism. 

Treat them courteously, show them ll aning of American tol- 
erance and freedom, give them time, and eventually they'll all be 
raising the Stars and Stripes.

COAL ENOUGH - OFFICIAL FIG- 
IRES FOR SIX MONTHS BEAN- 
SUBING TO COAL U8EB& 

Not only food but fuel is a vital 
need of this country and of our allies 
—coal to run the ibipi and railroads, 
to feed the iron furnaces and furnish 
steam for all the manufacturing 
plants, coal In greater quantities than 
hove ever before been mined in the 
United States or in any part of the 
world— and this need Is being met In 
truly American fashion by the opera- 
tors and owners of the mines and by 
the diggers of coal. With these words, 
Secretary Franklin K. Lane began his 
statement regarding the coal institu- 
tion as reported to him by the statis- 
ticians of his Department. 

The production of coal in the Unit" 
ed States last year, he continued, was 
the greatest in the history of the coun- 
try. A new record, however, was set 
for the first six months of this year, 
fully 370,000,000 tons of bituminous 
coal being produced since January 1st, 
thus exceeding the output of the first 
six months of last year by about 20,- 
000.000 tons. Even better news Is that 
the limit has not yet been reached, (or 
as the railroads are able to work out 
to better advantage the problem of 
car supply and give to the mines 
greater facilitlea for transporting 
their product to market, the supply of 
coal that reaches tho consumer will 
be in steadily increasing quantities. In 
the early months of 1!U7, because of 
the congeatlon of the railroads and the 
difficulties of transportation, the pro- 
ductioh of bituminous coal fell' behind 
the high mark set In January and Feb- 
ruary, a year ago. As a result of the 
patriotic and earnest endeavor of the 
railroad officials and the coal opera- 
tors Mid representatives of mlno 
workera who bare volunteered their 
aervlce to -the Federal Government In 
this emergency, production haa been 
ur within the last few months 
the output of aoft coal watch. In 



May exceeded all previous records, 
was surpassed In June. 

Despite the extra demand in this 
country and the urgent needs of our 
allies, no one with the facts before him 
can doubt that the coal industry, un- 
der the careful guidance of those now 
directing its welfare, will be able to 
supply all needB. 

The difficulty of distribution now so 
great will be intensified, however 
In the coming winter months. Just as 
consumers of foodstuffs are being 
urged to eliminate all waste and to 
practise sensible economy, so the con- 
sumers of coal must do their share In 
working out the coal problem., by 
unloading every coal car as fast as it 
la received, and In Improving their 
plants so as to utilize to the fullest 
the heat value of the coal that reaches 
their bins. In stopping the coal panic 
and in expediting a condition of fuel 
sufficiency, every consumer can do 
bis bit.

The Russians not only 
carried three lines of German trenches 
and Konluchy, which waa strongly

FLOl'H SUBSTITUTES FOK THE 
SOUTH 

Washington, D. C„ July 4 — The 
South has at its command a variety 
of foodstuffs which can be used to ex- 
cellent advantage as purl substitute* 
for wheat flour in making bread nnd 
biscuits. Housewives ure urged by 
apeclallsts in the United Stutes De- 
partment of Agriculture to try some of 
these In their bread making. .Not only 
will they be able to effect a saving in 
household expenses, but by reducing 
In the South the consumption of wheat 
flour brought in from other sections 
of the country, they will be helping 
materially to leave the railroads freer 
to transport necessities. 

Among the wheat-flour substitutes 
recommended by ipeeia lists for the 
South are: 

1. Banana, cassava, daaheen, and 
sweet potato. 

2. Rice and kaflr. 

3. Soy beans and peanuts. 

The aubatitutes In group 1 should 
be mixed with good white flour in the 
proportion of 1 to 3. The resulting 
bread is excellent In every way. Only 
a little less rich in protein than ordi- 
nary breed, it is much richer in min- 
erals and other Important ' constit- 
uents. Dried bananas should be used 
in making banana flour; the dashcen 
and sweet potato may be boiled and 
tlien mixed with the flour, or the dried 
product may be used. 

Rice and kaflr should be mixed with 
flour in the same proportion as the 
substances in group 1—1 to 3. Bread 
made from kafir is somewhat darker 
in color but richer in protein and ash 
than white bread. Brown rice flour 
mixed with wheat Is also somewhat 
darker In color than white bread but 
it Is as rich in protein and other food 
constituents. The use of polished 
rice does not add either to the appear- 
ance of the bread nor to its nutritive 
value. 

Soy beans and peanuts are extreme- 
ly rich in protein and fat. Flour pre- 
pared from either of them, when mix- 
ed with white flour In the proportion 
of 1 to 3, is well adapted to make a 
nutritious bread. Bread made from 
white flour alone contains less than 9 
per cent protein and only about 0.3 
per cent of salt-free ash, while bread 
made from soy bean and wheat flour 
contains about 14 per cent protein and 
1 per cent salt-free ash. Bread made 
from peanut and wheat flour mixture 
contains about 12 per cent protein 
and about 0.62 per cent salt-free ash. 
Thus it Is seen that even when only

000,000, it Is obvious that the general 
use of these wheat-flour substitutes 
would result in a marked reduction in 
the total quantity of wheat flour con- 
sumed in the South. On the basis of 
a total flour consumption in the 
Southern States of over 22,000,000 
barrels, it has been estimated that If 
the practice became universal, the use 
of 25 per cent of flour substitutes 
grown in the South would save over 
5,500,000 barrels of flour. As a matter 
of fact, however, the saving would be 
far greater than this because a much 
larger proportion of flour substitutes 
can be used in the preparation of bis- 
cuits than In bread. In view ot this 
fact, the total saving might amount to 
10,000,000 barrels of white flour. All
